The Terminal Railroad Association, 
through its counsel, is authorize’ to 
dtaw up a plan for its reorganiza- 
tion in accordance with ‘the recent 
decree of the United States supreme 
Court, without the assistance or di- 
rection of the Governments’s special 
ceunsel, BE. C. Crow.

The preliminary decree as entered by 
Judge Trieber was in complete accord 
with the contentions of Judge Priest and 
-the lawyers representing the proprietary 
railroads. They have declared ever since 
the Supreme Court's decision was hand- 
ed dewn that the Government was not 
tg be consulted in the plan of reorgani- 
nation of Tem inal contracts and agree- 
ments. Judge Trieber held that Priest's 
view -was correct; as the Government 
©wned nc interest in the properties af- 
fecied by the Supreme Court’s decision. 

Crow had submitted to United States 
District Judge Pyer last Thursday the 
form of a preliminary decree as he 
thought it should be written. Judge 
Dyer, being absent Tuesday and holding 
court at Rolla, called Judge Trieber to 
sit in the case. Priest had objected to 
Judge Dyer sitting in the case, on the 
ground that Judge Dyer was United 
States District Attorney at St. Louis 
‘when the suit was filed. At the time 
Judge Dyer overruled Priest, but by 
calling Judge Trieber into the case he 
voluntarily disqualified ‘himeetlf. 

Judge Trieber eliminated the Govern- 
ment as a factor in the plan of reorgan- 
ization by striking out the words “the 
compyinant and” where they appeared 
in |. following paragraphs of the pre- 
lim iy decree as written by Crow:

SUIT SETTLEMENT 


Association Buys Shares, 7000 of 
Which Were Handled by 
Eugene Angert. 








CASES TO BE DROPPED 





Securities Rose to $50 After 
Being Considered Worth- 
less by Many. 





Attorney Eugene Angert Tuesday aft- 
ernooh announced the completion of a 
deal, by which he received a fee of 
$140,000 when the Terminal] Railroad As- 
sociation purchased 10,000 shares of Mer- 
chants Bridge Terminal Railway stock 
from minority stockholders at $50 a 
share. 

Attorney Angert represented the hold- 
ers of 7000 shares of stock in two suits 
against the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion. The Merchants Bridge stock was 
a drug on the market, selling at $1 to 
$2 a share, when he filed the suits. Un- 
der the terms of his contract with the 
stockholders Angert received a fee of $20 
a share on eath of the 7000 shares he 
turned over to the Terminal. 

The Terminal purchased the stock fol- 
lowing the two suits filed by the mi- 
nority stockholders. The suits were 
filed in the names of John H. Dieck- 
mann, a broker, owning. 1600 shares; 
Charles Parsons Pettus, owner of 21 
shares, and John A. Wittig of Belle- 
ville, owner of 127 shares. In one suit 
it was alleged that the Terminal Rail- 
road Association had violated its con- 
tract, made at the time of the purchase 
of the Merchants Bridge in 1893, to pay 
one-half of the earnings of the Terminal 
Association itself and the Merchants 
Bridge & Terminal] Railway Co. to the 
stockholders of the Merchants Bridge 
after accumulating a surplus of $6500,- 
000. 
Said Comtract Was Violated. 

The second suit alleged that the Term- 
inal Railroad Association had violated 
another contract to pay interest ‘n 
$2,000,000 Merchants’ bridge bonds out of 
its own earnings by paying the intercst 
out of the earnings of the Merchants 
Terminal Co. This was a suit for an ac- 
counting of $2,040,000 alleged to be due 
the Merchants’ bride stockholders on ac- 
count of the violation of the contract. 

The first suit was set for trial before 
Referee Clifford B. Allen Friday. As a 
result of the settlement of the litigation 
the two suits will be dismissed Wednes- 
day. 

The Merchants’ Bridge Co. was capi- 
talized for $3,500,000. Much of this stock 
was given as bonds with a $2,000,000 issue 
of bonds sald to complete the bridge. 
The Terminal Railroad Association 
brought approximately 18,000 shares of 
the stock in 1893 when it acquired con- 
trol of the bridge and terminals and 
also guaranteed the payment of the 
principal and interest on the bonds. 
There was in the treasury of the com- 
pany at that time 5605 shares of stock, 
which was never issued. 

Paid About $500,000. 

The Terminal Association paid ‘ap- 
proximately $00,000 for the minority 
shares of stock Tuesday afternoon. The 
shares were delivered to the St. Louis 
Union Trust Co., which made payment 
for them. 

Attorney Angert represented about 
100 shareholders. He delivered § their 
stock to the trust company and re- 
ceived ihe money for it, about $350,000. 

The settlement of the suit gives the 
Terminal Railroad Association absolute 
ownership of the Merchants’ Bridge Ter- 
minal Railway Co., which owns the 
Merchants’ Bridge and terminal lines. 
The company has been controlled by 
the Terminal since 1893. In that time 
the minority shareholders have received 
no benefits whatever from their stock. 

Many persons are said to have consid- 
ered the stock worthless and thrown it 
away. Just before the Angert suits 
were filed a. big block of stock belong- 
ing to an estate was sold at the court- 
house door at auction for $1.75 a share.

Midnight Marriage in Police Sta- 
tion Followed Smash-Up of 
Automobile. 





Judge Kinsey gave a divorce Tuesday 
to Mrs. Tillie Shepherd, 18 years old, 
pretty and formerly a clerk in a down- 
town candy store. But as he freed her 
from the bonds of matrimony, the Judge 
turned to thie young woman and her 
mother and said: . 


“In my opinion your mother ought to 
lock you up.”’ 

“It has been my expérience,” said 
Judge Kinsey, ‘‘that 99 per cent of these 
midnight elopers to Clayton, who _in- 
dulge in hasty and. ill-considered mar- 
riages, land in the divorce court short- 
ly afterwards.”’ 

The young woman’s marriage to Har- 
vey Shepherd, a chauffeur, March 21, 
1910, was the result of a midnight elope- 
ment to Clayton, fraught with mishaps 
that ended in the ceremony being per- 
formed by Justice Marty Moore in the 
Laclede Avenue Police Station. 


Eloped at Midnight. 

Mrs. Shepherd was formerly Miss 

Helfrich of 308 Manchester avenue. At 
midnight, March 21, she eloped to Clay- 
ton in an automobile with Harvey Shep- 
herd of 3117 Lucas avenue. They awak- 
ened the License Clerk, but could then 
get no one to marry them, so they 
started racing back to St. Louis in the 
automobile to hunt a minister or Justice 
of the Peace. 
“On the way in ‘Shepherd, fying to 
avoid a milk wagon, ran his automobile 
into a telegraph pole. The prospective 
bride was pitched through the wind 
shield and her face. badly cut. 

They. made the best time they could 
into St, Louis in the damaged automo- 
bile until they met Patrolman Byrnes of 
the Laclede Avenue Station, who called 
a taxicab and had Miss Helfrich taken 
to the city dispensary. The patrolman 
escorted Shepherd and Daniel Huston, 
2734 Olive street, who had accompanied 
the elopers to Clayton, to the police sta- 
tion to explain the accident to the cap- 


tain. 


When the cuts on the bride’s face h:.d 
been patched up she rejoined them at 
the police station. 

Cheering After Ceremony. 

When they explained the situation to 
Capt. Hickman a policeman was dis- 
patched to find Justice Moore. The 
Captain and the police in the station 
gave a cheer when the ceremony was 
finished. and Huston, pulling a roll of 
bills from nis pocket, engaged the taxi 
cab for an indefinite time, explaining 
that “it was on him, as he and Har- 
vey had been schoolmates.”’ 

Mrs. Shepherd told Judge Kinsey that 
immediately after the wedding her hus- 
band took her home and left her there 
until several days later. 

When ‘he called for her with the au- 
tomobile and wanted her to go to live 
with him at a hotel she demurred. 

She said they sat up all night in the 
automobile arguing the question and 
that finally he took her back home, tell- 
ing her that there were other women 
he liked better than her, anyhow. 

Judge Kinsey gave her a decree on 
the ground of desertion.

Allows Terminal 
to Draw Own Plan 
of Reorganization 


___ Continued From Page One. 


Trieebl, however, announced that he 
would hear the attorneys Tuesday aft- 
ernoon if they wished to object to his 
ruling. 

Crow left the court room with a copy 
of the decree as handed down by Judge 
Trieber and indicated that he would be 
in court later to make a vigorous pro- 
test against the Court’s ruling. He 
said he wished to study the decree care- 
fully before giving out a statement. 

“The ruling of the court leaves the 
matter of reorganization entirely in the 
hands of the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation,”” he said. 

Judge Trieber struck out the seven 
points in Crow’s decree covering the 
things the Supreme Court directed the 
Terminat to do in its pian of reorganiza- 
tion. Instead of Crow's language, he 
inserted the language of the Supreme 
Court directing the reorganization, as 
used in the decision. 

In his preliminary decree Crow ampli- 
fied the language of the court and at- 
tempted to make the paragraph abolish- 
ing the bridge arbitrary so broad that 
it would be impossible to levy or main- 
tain an arbitrary in any form at SBt. 
Louis or the St. Louis gateway extend- 
ing from the Ivory Street Ferry on the 
south to the Alton bridge on the north. 

In handing down the decree, Judge 
Trieber declared that the function of 
the District Court in this matter was 
ministerial only, its duty being to see 
that the decree of the Supreme Court 
was complied with. He emphasized the 
fact that unless the plan of reorganiza- 
tion was submitted to the court within 
the 90-day’ limit set by the Supreme 
Court the jurisdiction of the court at 
St. Louis would end and that the matter 
of dissolving the Terminal Association 
in its constituent parts would then go 
to the Supreme Court. 


Acceptance With Court. 
The matter of accepting the plan of 


‘reorganization, which Judge Trieber di- 
rected the Terminal Association to pre- 
pare, restedl with the United States Dis- 
trict Court. Unless the plan of reor- 
ganization following the directions sez 
forth by the Supreme Court, fully sat- 
isfies the District Court, it will have 
the power, peters entering the final de- 
cree, to say just how far the Terminal 
must go in the matter of abolishing the 
arbitrary and eliminating the things 
which the Supreme Court pointed out 
as bringing it within the inhibition of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

If the Terminal’s plan is satisfactory 
to both counsel for the Government and 
Judge Trieber, it will be accepted and 
made a part of the finul decree. 


The Seven Directions. 
The Supreme Court pointed out seven 


specific things which the Terminal As- 
sociation must do to comply with the 
law. These points, as included in the 
preliminary decree of Judge ‘Trieber, 
are: 

Amendment of the contract between 
the Terminal and proprietary lines to 
provide for the atimission of any exist- 
ing or future railroad into the Terminal 
Association as a member on equal terms 
with all other railroads; providing for 
the use of the terminal facilities by non- 
members; elimination of the provision in 
the present contract requiring the pro- 
prielary lines to use exclusively the 
Terminal Association’s facilities; aboli- 
tion of the practice of billing to Hast 
St. Louis goods destined to St. Louis; 
complete abolition of the bridge arhi- 
trary, both passenger and traffic, and 
providing that in case of disagreement 
upon terms of compensation between 
any railiroad applying for membership 
and the Terminal, that the matter shall 
be taken to the court for adjudication, 
with the usual right of appeal.

[f the Taft program as now framed is 
carried out, Otto F. Stifel, the St. Louis 
brewer-politician, will be elected com- 
mitteeman from Missouri in place of 
Thomas K. Niedringhaus, who was 
elected regularly at the recent Republi- 
can State Convention in St. Louis. 

The Taft men insist that, under the 
rules of the National Committee, they 
have the right. to elect the committee- 
man. Gov. Hadley, one of Roosevelt’s 
delegates-at-largé from Missouri, who 
Is expected to lead the Roosevelt forces 
on the floor of the convention, declares 
that such a proceeding would be revolu- 
tionary and contrary to the Missouri 
laws which provide the method of elect- 
ing Stute and National Committeemen. 

Hadley and Dixon Confer. 

Soon after the arrival here today the 
Governor held a long conference with 
Senator Dixon and other Roosevelt lead- 
ers at the Auditorium Hotel. 

He refused to comment on a state- 
ment published in a Chicago paper that 
he will be put forward as the compro- 
mise candidate of the Roosevelt men. 

“That question is not before the 
house,”’ he’ said, “and I can’t talk about 
it. Il am here primarily to take a hand 
in the Missouri battle. I am going to 
represent the contesting Roosevelt dele- 
gates before the National Committee, 
but from what I hear about the evidence 
of the other side, there are some funny 
stories which the Republican members 
of that body will be asked to believe. 

“For instance, the Taft men are talk- 
ing about alleged strong arm methods 
used by the Roosevelt supporters in the 
St. Lotiis convention, which gave Col.

o* 160 acres at Black Jack. 

Estate feo Five Sons. 

Under th. will all of her real estate, 
consisting of yroperty in  .Aissouri, 
Washington, Minnesota and Texas, is 
left to her five sons, Edmund Gorden) 
kr. K., Willie G., C. Gordon and E. 
Reginald Reel as long as they live. it 
is then to go to the Protestant Hospital 
for Incurable Children in Pittsburg, .’a. 

To EK. CG . Reel, a son, she leaves one 
acre Of land in White Crows, Minn., 
“for remaining at home from a party to 
stay with mea stormy night.”’ 

To John Gordon Reel, a grandson, she 
leaves .“‘60,acres of Ozark property, for 
his tendér'care in my recent illness.’’ 

The will provides that in case she 
shall have more than $500 in cash at the 
time of death it shall be immediately 
invested in real estate for the benefit of 
sons. 

Lace for Marriages. 

All of her jewelry with the exception 
of a diamond brooch is left to Grace 
Church, the location of which she does 
not give. The wedding lace, left to her 
by Mary 8S. Reel, shall never leave the 
family, and is to be used only at the 
marriages of her descendants.

Chicago Superintendent Tells 
City Club This City May Be 
Better Than Chicago, 








HIS ZOO SELF-SUPPORTING 





Advocates Future Growth of 


Garden Be in Direction of 
Nearest Car Line. 





St. Louis is an ideal place for a home 
for wild animals, said Cy de Vry, su- 
perintendent of the Chicago Zoo, in an 
address at the City Club Tuesday lunch- 
eon. He went so far as to say that in 
a way it outclassed Chicago. Here 
there is an ideal climate and geograph- 
ical location for a zoo and there is For- 
est Park, which, he said, is decidedly 
the best place here for a zoo. He ad- 
vocated hearty co-operation with the 
Zoological Society and that much fore- 
sight be used in putting up whatever 
buildings may be decided on in the fu- 
ture. 

De Vry illustrated his talk with 150 
slides and 1000 feet of motion pictures, 
showing life in the zoo in Lincoln Park, 
Chicago. 


“Forest Park Best Place.” 
‘“T did not come here to stir up any 


trouble and do not wish to raise any 
issue with Park Commissioner Davis, 
but I cannot help but feel that Forest 
Park ought to be the real home here 
for a zoo,’’ he said. 

“With all the hundreds of acres in 
that park 50 or 60 or even 75 acres used 
for a zoo will not take too much breath- 
ing space away from the people. I 
wish we had that same park in Chicago. 

“But I would suggest that if your 
present zoo stays where it is that its 
future growth be in the direction of the 
nearest street car line, so that it would 
not be such a long walk for women and 
children. 

“A zoo is an added attraction to any 
large park and I notice that Lincoln 
Park with its zoo, attracts on Sunday 
almost as many people as all the other 
parks together. I have to handle from 
175,000 to 200,000 visitors every Sunday.’’ 

With regard to the expense of a Zoo, 
De Vry said that after it is once well 
under way the cost is virtually noth- 
ing. 

“The Chicago zoo is now self-support- 
ing,” he said. “In the last five years I 
have sold more than $36,000 worth of 
animals that have been bred in the park 
and this money goes right into the fund 
for maintenance. Then the concessions 
in the park where the zoo may be bring 
enormous prices. In Chicago the pea- 
nuts and soda water bring $12,000, the 
ponies $2500 and the boats from $15,000 
to $25,000 a year. But do you suppose 
we Could get those prices if it wasn’t 
for the crowds that are attracted there 
by the zoo? 

“Here in St. Louis you have ideal 
conditions. Your climate is not so sus- 
ceptible to sudden changes such as come 
in off the lake in Chicago. There the 
temperature often changes 20 to 30 de- 
grees in an hour or two, while here the 
changes are more gradual. This is de- 
cidedly better for the animals. 

“In building your zoo here I would 
suggest that the whole plans for future 
building be laid out on paper and be 
followed as near the letter as possible. 
Do it as if you were laying out an ideal 
city so that 2 years from now one 
building: will not be interfering with 
another. You have here now the start 
of a fine zoo. Your bird cage is decid- 
edly the finest in the world.’’ 


Against Too Large a Space. 
De Vry suggested that the contem- 


plated zoo: should not cover too much 
ground, like the Bronx Zoo in New 
York, for instance, which takes up 171 
acres, with 170 more in reserve. A Zoo

Representatives Promise to Sup- 
port Reed Resolution to Con- 
fiscate the Merchants’ Bridge.

WASHINGTON, June 11..—A majority 
of the Representtaves in the House 
from Missouri will support Senator 
Reed’s join resolution providing for the 
forfeiture to the United States of the 
Merchants’ Bridge across the Mississippi 
River at St. Louis and for the operating 
of the bridge as a free public bridge. 
Senator Reed reiterated his declaration 
to push ‘is resqlution through the Sen- 
ate Committee on Commerce and the 
Senate if it is within his power. 

“Tl think that the resolution should 
pass,’ said Senator Reed, “and I will 
do my best to get it through.” 

Reed will go before the Senate com- 
mittee to which the resolution was re- 
ferred and urge immediate action. 

“T am in favor of the Secretary of 
War taking possession of the bridge and 
forfeiting the rights granted to the St. 
Louis Merchants’ Bridge Co. by the 
acts of Feb.,3, 1887, and Sept. 10, 1888,”’ 
said the Senator. 

Eight Members Give Views. 

The following members of the Mis- 
souri delegation were asked this morn- 
ing by the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
for their views on the resolution: Repre- 
sentatives Alexander, Dickinson, Bor- 
land, Clark, Hensley, «Russell, Hamlin 
and Booher. 

Hensley said: ‘I am in sympathy with 
the purpose of the resolution, but have 
not had time to study it carefully. I 
think the bridge should be. made free to 
the public.” 

“If the facts covered in the resolu- 
tion are true, and I think they are, we 
ought to enforce that provision of the 
law,’ said Hamlin. 

Other expressions follow: 

Russell: As I now understand the 

facts, I would favor the resolution, but 
do not want to commit myself to its 
support without full information as to 
all the facts and circumstances, 
Speaker Clark: I have not had time 
to look the resolution over, much less 
study its provisions, and I cannot, there- 
fore, express an opinion.” 
Alexander: If the Merchants’ Bridge 
Co. has been violating the law by pool- 
ing its interests with the Eads Bridge 
Co., as alleged in the resolution intro- 
duced by Senator Reed, then I am in 
hearty sympathy with the provision of 
Senator Reed’s resolution. I believe the 
Government should take immediate 
steps to take over this bridge and make 
it free for all time to come. 

Borland Has Studied It. 
Borland: I had a talk with Senator 
Reed about the Merchants’ Bridge _be- 
fore he introduced his resolution in the 
Senate. I am heartily in favor of af- 
fording the merchants of St. Louis the 
relief asked for by the Reed resolution. 
The Government should make § this 
bridge free. The bridge company has 
been violating the terms of its charter 
for a number of years, and its property 
should now be confiscated.’’ 

Booher: I have not had an opportunity 
to examine the resolution introduced by 
Senator Reed, but if the facts in the 
case as stated are true, the Govern- 
ment should take immediate steps to 
confiscate the property of the Merchants 
Bridge Co. 

Shackleford: I am heartily in favor of 
the resolution introduced by Senator 
Reed to have the Merchants Bridge 
across the Mississippi made free. It 
should have been done long ago.”’ 

Dickinson: While I have not had an 
opportunity to study in detail the terms 
of the resolution introduced by Senator 
Reed, I believe that if the Merchants’ 
Bridge Co. has violated the law, as 
charged, the Government should step in 
and take possession of its property and 
make the bridge free. If the resolution 
passes the Senate, I have no doubt that 
it will be favorably acted upon in the 
House. The Missouri delegation will 
stand by Senator Reed in his fight for 
the confiscation of this bridge.” 

Representatives Daugherty, Catliri, 
Rucker, Dyér, Lloyd, Rubey and Sena- 
tor Stone are not in Washington. 

Senator Reed departs tonight for Mis- 
sourl for a day and on his return will 
Ko before the Senate Committee on Com.

Wife, in Divorce Trial, Says She 
Did All the Work in 
“Castle Meyer.” 





Mrs. Cecile Davis Foster, who is be- 
ing sued for divorce by James M. Fos- 
ter, son of a wealthy widow, testified 
in Judge Allen’s court Monday after- 
noon that she was forced to do all of 
the housework in her mother-in-law’s 


home, a 16-room house at 4650 South 
Broadway, known as “Castle Meyer.” 

The young wife said she always made 
the kitchen fire. One morning, she tes- 
tified, she threw her arms around her 
husband and asked him to build the 
fire, but her mother-in-law reproved her 
and told her that Foster was not reared 
to do menial work. 

Mrs. Foster told the Court it was the 
custom for the iceman to put the ice in 
a large pan at the front of the house. 
She was then required to carry the 
heavy burden to the ice box at the rear 
of the ‘‘Castle.”’ 

Each morning, she said, her mother- 
in-law would sit in the kitchen and 
watch her while she cooked breakfast. 
When the dishes were washed, Mrs. 
Foster said, she had to do all the sweep- 
ing and dusting. In the afternoon she 
would do sewing and mending for the 
family, which kept no servants. Her 
mother-in-law, she said, told her that 
4p. m. was the time to start the even- 
ing meal and would tell her what to 
cook. 

The elder Mrs. Foster, she said, gave 
her many directions and was free with 
criticism, but never offered to help her. 
In addition to her other duties, Mraz. 
Foster testified, she was called upon to 
dust carpets and feed chickens. 

She loved her husband, she said, as 
long as he would let her, but she felt 
differently toward him when he joined 
his mother in requiring her to do house- 
hold drudgery. 

Real estate men testified that the 
elda~ Mrs. Foster and her son own St.

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WOULD PUT TAX ON DRUGS 


Harrison Proposes Measures to 


Regulate Opium Traffic. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—Representa- 
tive Harrison of New York has intro- 
duced several bills to regulate the do- 
mestic and international traffic in opium 
and other habit-forming drugs. He 
would regulate the domestic use of the 
drugs by a system of internal revenue 
taxation imposing a tax on wholesale 
dealers, or manufacturers, of $50, and 
on retailers of $10 a year. 

Registration would be required and a 
charge of 5 cents a@ pound would be put 
on opium and 1 cent @ pound on coco 
leaves. Severe penalties are proposed 
in another measure for traffic in opium 
for the smoking trade. The bills were 
referred to the Ways and Means Com- 


mittee.

GIRL. PARALYZED IN 
FIRE CAN WALK AGAIN 


Shirt-Waist Factory Victim Cured 
by Attaching Weights to 


Head and Legs. 


NEW YORK, June f.—Esther Harris, 
the 18-year-old girl who was taken from 
a head of dead in the Triangle Shirt- 
Waist Factory fire, apparently lifeless, 
and then sent to a hospital when a faint 
sign of life was discovered, after suf- 
fering total paralysis for months, can 
walk again. 

The girl slid down the elevator cable 
in the shirt-waist fire panic, but was 


knocked from her hold by a man whof 


jumped down the shaft. 

On top of her fell 20 other girls, many 
of whom were killed, After she had 
been in a hospital unconscious for 14 
weeks, she regained her senses, and 
the surgeons experimented by attaching 
weights to her head and legs to pull the 
fractured vertebra back into place. The

LAZAS FAVORED. 
BETWEEN TWELFTH 
AND GRAND AVENUE 


National Body of City Planners 
Pleased With Suggestion for 
Increasing Values. 


TWO BIG PROBLEMS HERE 


Most Difficult One of Solution 
Concerns Land Along 
River Front. 


Walter B. Stevens, secretary of the 
City Plan Commission, in his report of 
what was done at the recent Boston 
conference of national city planners, 


Monday afternoon told of two St. Louis 
problems, which were presented to the 
gathering. 

Both of the problems were under the 
general head of how cities should deal 
with districts in which realty values are 
either stationary are falling. One of the 
sections under discussion was part of 
the territory between Twelfth street and 
Grand avenue which his failed to keep 
pace with other parts of the same dis- 
trict and the other was land along the 
river front. 

As to the first one, the national plan- 
news were pleased with the suggestion 
of a plaza or combination of traffic and 
parkways westward from Twelfth street 
to Grand avenue. St. Louisans at the 
meeting found that other cities had 
faced problems much the same in kind 
and had met them by establishing such 
a thoroughfare. Their experience has 
been that values of the affected dis- 
trict have been increased enormously, 
Stevens said. 

Pay by Installments. 
The national body recommended that 
if St. Louis should decide upon such a 
course it should arrange to pay for the 
improvements by a series of install- 
ments extending through several years. 
The national planners agreed that the 
river front matter is a more difficult 
problem, according to Stevens. No so- 
lution was suggested although St. Louis- 
ans were advised to study the methods 
with which Boston is handling a similar 
difficulty. Boston is entering upon a 
water front improvement in which the 
wharves are reached by viaducts over 
the present streets, connecting the har- 
bor traffic with the city without inter- 
ferance with the railroad tracks. 
Towards the close of its sessions the 
conference announced the following con- 
clusions: 
“Where there is local benefit there 
should always be local assessment on 
the land benefitted.” 
“The entire city should bear no part 
of the expense unless the improvement 
is in some degree of metropolitan im- 
portance and benefit. 

Apportionment of Assessments. 
“Assessments should not be confined to 
the cost of acquiring and improving 
streets, but should extend to any im- 
provement which will increase the value 
of the neighboring property and should 
be apportioned as nearly as possible 
according to the probable benefit. 

“A workable policy once adopted 
should be consistently adhered to. 

“The determination of a policy and 
its application to each case should be 
instrusted to a board composed of men 
especially qualified, whose terms of of- 
fice should so overlap as to insure a 
continuity of policy and purpose.”’

Served to heighten the mystery sur- 
rounding it is the apparent deliberation 
with which the murderer went abou 
committing the crime. All indications 
&re that he entered the house by the 
front door with a key and that he left 
by the same way and locked the door 
behind him. 

Dust upon the sills of the two win- 
dows left unlocked shows he did not 
enter that way. After pulling down all 
the blinds in the house, a thing which 
the Moores never did, the murderer hung 
dresses which he took from a closet 
over each of tha doors leading to the 
outside, and also over the windows 
where a flash of light might have pene- 
trated the outside. 

Dogs Accomplish Little. 
Bloodhounds arrived here on a late 
evening train and were immediately 
taken to the Moore home. Within 10 
minutes they found a scent which took 
them over a circuitous route to the edge 
of the town and thence to the banks of 
the Nodaway River. They were followed 
closely by their keepers. 

Entering a deep woods along the river, 
the hounds led their followers over sev- 
eral miles of rough timber land in the 
Nodaway bottoms. Because a company 
of militia had kept the crowds from go- 
ing within several hundred feet of the 
Moore home it was hoped the hounds 
might be able to accomplish much, as 
the ground had not been trodden on. 

After an hour the hounds returned to 
the river, where those following the 
dogs found fresh footprints in the soft 
muddy bank and leading to the river. 
Those following the trail took the 
hounds across the river, but were un- 
able to find any trace of the fugitive on 
the other side. 

The bodies of the eight victims were 
viewed late last night by a Coroner’s 
jury and turned over to an undertaker. 
They were removed to the city hall to 
be prepared for burial. A detail of mi- 
litia guarded the Moore home and city 
hall all night. 

Crime Typical Ax Murder, 

The killing at the Moore home is strik- 
ingiy similar to a series of murders in 
different states which have never been 
solved. Sixteen persons were slain at 
different times, all on Sunday, in Colo- 
rado Springs, Monmouth, Iil., and Ells- 
worth, Kan. The Villisca tragedy, which 
also happened on Sunday, brings the to- 
tal ef victims to 24.

Moore and his entire family. The prints, 
it is said, are in excellent condition.

Didn’t Like the Songs. 

At the .riai, Miss Florence Furnish 
said, she will testify that the trouble 
started when she protested at some of 
the songs sung by other girls in the 
party and at skylarking and love-mak- 
ing in the crowd and that this brought 
her and Miss Wehmeier to blows. She 
is expected to repeat substantially the 
story she told Prosecuting Attorney 
Mills when she obtained the warrants. 

This story was that she made her pro- 
test when the party had left the hay 
rack at Fenton, when she declared only 
three girls of the seven in the party 
had been demure and decorous. She 
said when she named the three at Miss 
Wehmeier’s request, the other girl at- 
tacked her because Miss Wehmeler’s 
name was not among the three. She 
said that Fuchs held her while Miss 
Wehmeier struck her and that Fuchs 
detained her so she couldn’t get on the 
hay wagon again when it started, home, 

Compelled to Walk Home. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter called 
at the Wehmeier home for a statement, 
Tuesday, the mother of Miss Wehmelier 
said. that neither Miss Mabel nor her 
sister, Miss Sadie, 16 years old, was 
at home. The mother said, however, she 
could give the story of the trouble that 
her daughters had told her. 

According to this story, Miss Filerence 
Furnish, together with other members 
of the party had been drinking beer, 
and Miss Florence became jealous. 
Mrs. Wehmeier declared Miss Furnish 
attacked her daughter and was com- 
pelled to walk home because she would 
not ‘promise to ride peaceably in the 
wagon. 

Members of the Party. 

The Furnish girls told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter they were footsore and weary 
when they got home after their six-mile 
walk that night. It took them from ll 
p. m. to 1:35 a. m. to make the trip, 
they said. They were guided by a,red 
lamp swinging®from the rear of the hay 
wagon. |

VIENNA, June 10.—Terrell C. Peter, 20 
years old, who claims St. Louis at his 
home, is on the ocean en route home 
with a runaway Countess whom he 
plans to marry on their arrival in New 
York. The lad’s skill as a roller skater 
won the admiration of Countess Maxi- 
miliana, daughter of .Count Zu Her- 
degg, a member of the uper diet of the 
Austrian empire. She is 27 years old. 

She was first married in Austria to 
Count Heinrich Tharinsky and he died 
in 1907. She then married Count von 
Harderuval, from whom she got a sep- 
aration in 1908. She is an heiress. Her 
present fiance calls himself the cham- 
pion roller skater. 


The Terrell Peter referred to in the 
cablegram from Vienna is a son of G. 
W. Peter of 3515 Pine street. Three 
years ago he set dSut alone to capture 
Europe. His armament consisted of six 
feet of graceful] slenderness, wavy, dark 
brown hair, laughing brown eyes and 
an infectious boyish smile. 

He was pursuing the life of a teacher 
of roller skating among the nobility 
and in Paris, St. Petersburg, London, 
Liverpool, Antwerp and Vienna, he 
wrote. he was the pet of grand dames 
who gave him big premiums for plac- 
ing himself at their disposal as a pr'i- 
vate roller-skating tutor, lodged him in 
sumptuous quarters and placed their 
automobiles at his disposal. His grear- 
est triumph was being assigned to 
teach one of the children of the Czar of 
Russia to skate, he informed his fam- 
ily. 

Several months ago a cloud was 
thrown over his gay and prosperous 
career by a tragic cablegram from ViI- 
enna. Elite Europe had taken to roller 
skating as a crize, and a number of 
American professionals were finding 
it a lucrative field. 

Friend Killed Herself in Vienna, 

Among the skaters who were asso- 
ciated with young Peter at Vienna was 
a Miss Daisy Davies of Pittsburg. She 
was a beautiful girl, who had known 
the Peter family in St. Louis, having 
met both Terrell and his brother Rod- 
ney, who was known as the champion 
roller skater of the world. Friends in 
St. Louis said that she and Terrell had 
been fast friends and they were startled 
several months ago when the cablegram 
came from Vienna telling that Miss 
Davies had killed herself. 

“Terrell was in no way connected 
with the suicide of Miss Davies,” G. W 
Peter told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday. “I remember reading the dis- 
patch telling of her suicide and it said 
that the motive was a mystery. Ina 
letter I had from my son he said that 
Miss Davies had had an infatuation for 
a young nobleman in Vienna and that 
this was probably the cause of her kill- 
ing herself.” 

Terrell Peter, even when he was a 
child attendnig the Stoddard School, was 
known for his adventurous spirit. His 
father had him taught roller skating al- 
most as soon as he was able ta walk, 
and satisfied his desire to travel by 
placing him with a brother, Rodney, in

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roiler skating tournaments in Pittsburg, 
Chicago, New York and other cities 
when the sport had its greatest popu- 
larity in the United States, 

Bought His Passage for $5. 

While the father had him on a visit 
to New York, Terrell formed a sudden 
resolution to go to Europe. They met 
a man in the street who was under 
the influence of liquor and who was 
waving a slip of paper in his hand as 
he shouted: 

“I'd sell it for five dollars.” 

“I'll take you,” said Terrell, reach- 
ing for the slip to look at it. But the 
man would not let him see it until he 
had the $%. Then Terrell found that 
he had bought passage for Liverpovl. 
He took his father back to their hotel 
and began packing for Europe. 

A dispatch from Vienna says the 
Countess Maximiliana had a rival for 
the boy’s hand in a cabaret singer, who 
created a scene at the station as they 
were taking the train from Vienna. The 
dispatch says the two women fought 
and the police had to interfere. 

A year ago the Countess sued her 
father for $70,000 that had been left 
her by her mother. Her father re- 
sisted the suit on the ground that she 
had forfeited the legacy by her first 
marriage. They compromised for 
$40,000. 

The Countess is described as beauti- 
ful. She has had the entree to. the 
best society but has acquired a name 
among her associates for eccentricity. 

Hopes to See Them Here. 

The boy’s father is confident his 
son and the Countess will come to 
St. Louis and he is prepared to wel- 
come them with open arms. He says 
he had a letter from his son several 
weeks ago in which he said he might 
be in St. Louis this summer. He has

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THE REAL POWER SHOWN AT CHICAGO. 

Wholly aside from its merits or defects, the 
Aldrich financia] plan has a striking significance 
at this moment in showing the apparently hostile 
forces behind Taft and Roosevelt making common 
cause of the plan and fighting shoulder to shoul- 
der for its indorsement. 

The selection of a candidate at Chicago will

It is evident that if the powers can force agree- 
ment as to any one thing they can force agree- 
ment as to all things.

Messrs. Taft and Roosevelt, whose “issue” is 
made up mainly of puerilities, observe a silent 
truce on the tariff which they dare not. raise 
in disobedience to the common master. ; 

It may be conceded that the Aldrich plan 
possesses distinct merit. For the purpose of this 
discussion it might be conceded that the plan, 
of itself, were scientifically perfect. Nor, in this 
ponnection, need it be construed to reflect on 
the plan’s intrinsic character that it is supported 
by almost every banker, big Wall Street opera- 
tor, capitalist and promoter in the country. The 
character of its support is not here in question. 
But the fact that interests of the character shown 
behind the Aldrich plan have so plainly demon- 
strated their power over the party and their 
control over its candidates, even in bitterest war- 
fare, has an enormous meaning.

SENATOR REED’S RESOLUTION. 

Senator James A. Reed, by his introduction in 
the Senate of a joint resolution providing for the 
confiscation of the Merchants Bridge for violating 
its charter, raises the issue whether fraud and 


oe monopoly oppression shall go unpunished. 


The practical consolidation of the Merchants 
Bridge with the Eads Bridge under the bridge and 
terminal combine was a fraud on Congress which 
had chartered it as an independent bridge and on 
the people of St. Louis who had equipped it with 
facilities to fight monopoly. 

Not only did its merger with the combine de- 
feat the intent of Congress and the people of 
St. Louis to free the city’s traffic from monopoly, 
but it strengthened the monopoly it was char- 
tered and equipped to destroy. 

The forfeiture of the bridge is the legitimate 
penalty of the violation of the charter. It is a 
mild penalty for the officers of the railroad com- 
bine which has oppressed and plundered St. Louis 
for years—it is a just consequence of defiant and 
insolent violation of the anti-trust law. 

Congress cannot refuse to enforce the penalty 
it has specifically provided for violating its act. 
The argument for the adoption of the resolution 
of Senator Reed, who is keeping his pledge to 
the people of St. Louis, is overwhelming. Cer- 
tainly no Senator or representative for Missouri 
can refuse aid in this act of justice. 
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A vote against the extended Reber approach 
in the House of Delegates tonight is a vote for 
costly delay in the completing of the free bridge. 
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CHILDREN’S GUARDIANS BILL. 

The long-pending bill creating a Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians in St. Louis is expected to come 
to a vote in the House of Delegates tonight. 

At present the Industrial School, primarily for 
juvenile offenders, is the city’s single place of 
refuge for children whose only offense is pov- 
erty. The two branches of welfare work will be 
separated in the event of the passage of the Dill. 
Delinquents will be cared for at a new industrial 
school built on the cottage colony plan in the 
country, for which this year’s budget makes pro- 
vision. The nondelinquent children are to be 
maintained in suitable private families at the 
city’s expense. 

A pension system for widows left dependent 
with small children has been created by recent 
state and municipal legislation elsewhere. Such a 
system will virtually be established in St. Louis 
by the passage of the guardians bill. Children 
that become city charges may be boarded at pub- 
lic expense by their own mothers or. by other in- 
terested relatives, under restrictions designed to 
prevent imposition -on the city’s generosity. 

Pleas for the separation of dependent and de- 
linquent children at the Industrial School have 
been made for years. Those of the former now 
in the institution number no less than 175. The 
guardians bill embodies the most practical plan 
yet devised for bringing this result about, and 
represents a great labor in research. The trivial 
reasons so far advanced for opposing it should 
influence no Delegate to vote against this excel- 
lent measure.

is a most healthful form of em 

ercise. This can be made use ef 

only during the vacation months 
of summer, and during that time it is 
well to enjoy it in full measure. Ordi< 
rarily the bath Is taken merely for the 
purpose of reducing the temperature of 
the body during the severe heat of sum-< 
mer, but were this the only benefit te 
be derived it would hardly be worth! 
while. 

As a means of keeping the body coed 
it is a poor measure, since its effects ij 
that direction are very fleeting. Every<- 
one knows how soon after a sea bath he 
feels even hotter than before. Its value, 
however, lies in other directions, and ig 
is through these that sea bathing adds 
to the general health and prolongs life, 

Sea bathing Is In the open air. The 
air is not only ofdinarily pure, fresh 
air, but it Is laden with oxygen in the 
form of ozone. Air charged with smalj 
quantities of ozone is very beneficial te 
the human system. 

Sea bathing Induces deep breathing, 
It is familiar to everyone how deep 
breaths are unconsciously taken as soon 
as the body is immersed in the water. 
The deep breathing of ozonized air oxy- 
genates the blood and stimulates the 
body as nothing else can. 

Sea bathing is one of the forms ef 
exercise that is indulged in with please 
ure and delight. It seldom needs te be 
furced upon one. The pleasure it affords 
and the sense of well being it gives 
make it conducive to health and long 
life. 

Several rules with regard to sea bathe 
ing must be observed so that it may nee 
be overdone. The bath must never be 
rrolonged to the point of fatigue, or till 
the body is unduly chilled. Bathing till 
one’s teeth chatter or till the lips bee 
come blue is not onty unhygtenic buf 
may even at times lead to immediate 
fatal results. 

Discontinue bath as soon ag signs of 
discomfort appear. Half an hour aé 
most is ordinarily sufficient for a bath, 
Many constitutions cannot stand more 
than a few minutes of It. Never bathe 
within two hours after a meal. Perm 
sons efflicted with weak heart or with 
disease of the kidneys should never risk 
the danger of a cold sea bath.
